Promotion and rele- 
gation is a completely 
successful system in 
many overseas coun- 
tries. 


But its opponents claim 
it is a failure in Sydney. 

The system provides 
that each season the low- 
est team in the first divi- 
sion drops te second divi- 
sion and the second divi- 
sion premier side is pro- 
moted to first division. 

Promotion and_relega- 
tion, a success in England 
and Europe, has caused 
many problems here. 


BIG DEMANDS 


Top-class players are 
able to make big financial 
demands on club officials 
who fear relegation to 
second division. 

Officials of senior clubs 
make no secret that they 
vegard second division as 
“oblivion chasm”. 

In a bid to remain in 
first division, senior clubs 
have been forced to ac- 
quire experienced players, 
usually at high transfer 
fees and big weekly re- 
tainers, 

The farcical position has 
long since arrived where- 
by clubs pay far more for 
player transfers and ser- 
vices than they can hope 
to receive from “gates”, 

Indifference towards 
juniors makes. promotion 
and relegation a sinister 
influence on the eode in 
Sydney. ~ 

All club officials admit 
that junior players should 
be given the chance of 
entering first division soc- 
cer,

But officials are faced 
with the problem that it 
takes several seasons for 
even the most talented 
junior to develop into first 
division standard. 

“By that time any club 
which brings juniors into 
its team probably will be 
in second division, and 
that means oblivion,” the 
officials state. 

History of the Canter- 
bury - Marrickville 
provided a classic reason 
for the immediate suspen- 
sion of the promotion and 
relegation system. 

In 1953, three years be- 
fore the Soccer Federation 
{broke away from the old 
Association, the Canter- 
bury committee began a 
plan to build a senior 
team comprised of leading 
juniors in the district. 

Englishman Bernard 
Bryant was commissioned 
to coach these talented 
“Canterbury kids’ and 
given a three-year con- 
tract.to develop a crack 
senior side.
